ESTARLISHMENT OF CENTRAL INTELLIGFNCE AGENCY 
Sec. 411. There is established in the executive branch of 

the Government an agency to be known as the Central Intelligence 
Agency (hereinafter in this title referred to as the "Agency")<, 
Phe-faeney which shall be verform its functions under the 
direction and-eentret of the National Security Council and 
subiect to intelligence plans, objectives, and requirements 


established by the Director of National Intelligence.

modified, terminated, superseded, set aside, or repealed by the
